The l-Mrut Slfum Cruiser. 

It is generally known that the first 
steam driven vessel to cross tlie Atlan¬ 
tic was built in Canada. The informa¬ 
tion is not so general, however, that 
this same craft was subsequently con¬ 
verted into a cruiser and was the first 
steamship engaged in actual war. 

Tlie facts in the case are stated in 
“Johnson's Alphabet of First Things In 
Canada.” The ship was the Royal Wil¬ 
liam. Site was built at the Cove. Que¬ 
bec, in the winter of 1830-31 and during 
tlie season of 1832-33 plied between Que¬ 
bec and Halifax. In the latter season 
she was sent to London aud there clinr- 
I tered by the Portuguese government to 
; transport troops intended for the serv¬ 
ice of the late Dotn Pedro to Brazil. Re¬ 
turning to London, site was sold to the 
Spanish government, by the latter con¬ 
verted into a cruiser ami employed 
against Don Carlos in tlie civil war of 
1830 , tints being the first steamer to 
fire a hostile shot.

The prerogatives of the king of Eng- 
land, though considerably curtailed by | (( 
a long series of enactments, are still S( 
of great extent and of vast Importance. p 
The theory of English law, us to the ^ 
prerogatives of the monarch, ls entire- u 
ly Inconsistent. The law recognizes 
him as an Irresponsible being, and yet () 
the same law defines his powers. In a 
consequence of this position, the courts ^ 
have from time to time interpreted c 
what constitutes his prerogatives. For 
a clearer conception of these various 0 
“prlvUeges,” they have been divided E 
into four principal classes—viz., per- j 
soual, political, judicial and ecclesias- r 
tlcnl. 

However ludicrous it may appear to 
the untutored American, it is neverthe¬ 
less n fact (according to British stat- • 
utes) that among the many rights 
which have been taken from the sov¬ 
ereign ore that he can neither die nor t 
make mistakes (?), but there may be 
a demise of the crown, and thereby a 1 
transfer of authority. Neither can he I 
be under age, and if so, a protector ls : 
appointed for administrative purposes. ' 
He is personally Irresponsible for crime 1 
or tort, and should injury he Inflicted 
at the hands of the king it is attributed 
to the blunders of his advisers. 

A curious consequence of the entire 
exemption of the monarch is that he 
is the only person in the reaim who can 
not, under any circumstances whatever, 
arrest a felon. The reason for this 
is that, if the prisoner were innocent, 
no action for false imprisonment could 
be brought against tlie crowned head. 

The king is also exempt from taxa¬ 
tion, because, as the revenues ls one of 
his prerogatives, it would he useless 
for him to tax himself, yet the lands 
purchased from the privy purse are 
Taxable. No matter what debts he may 
contract he can not be arrested or 
his goods restrained or taken in exe¬ 
cution. This privilege of being exempt 
from taxation applies to the palaces and 
all public buildings of state. No ju¬ 
dicial process can be served in royal 
residences, but this immunity does not 
extend to buildings when not used as 
a royal dwelling, such as Hampton 
Court House. Holyrood House is still 
a sanctuary from civil process. 

The king is the supreme executive 
and co-ordinate authority, and ls par¬ 
amount to parliament, which body he 
can dissolve or prorogue at his pleas¬ 
ure, but he can uot prolong the sessions 
beyond seven years. In theory, parlia¬ 
ment exists only at the will of the sov¬ 
ereign, and a vote for a member ls 
merely a franchise granted through the 
graciousness of the monarch, and is an 
inherent right of the subject. 

The king can refuse to assent to a 
bill passed by parliament, though it 
can be said that this right has not been 
exercised since Queen Anne’s reign, 
when that sovereign refused to sign 
the Scottish militia bill. The ruler is 
not bound by any act of parliament
